20. Matrahaza (Nl*7-52 E19-09): Recreation Center.

22. Retsag (N2*7-55 E19-08): Ammunition dump. Armored Corps barracks 
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for one battalion. The barracks have a flat roof; the ammunition dumps 
are dispersed through the forest.

36. Kohegy (Nli7-53 E19-02): Radar station and antiaircraft battery 
near Alag. 

37. Pilisvorosvar (Nij.7-37 EL8-5U) s Barracks for one infantry 
battalion and armored corps officer’s school (formerly named in honor 
of Rakosi). 

38. Jaszberent (Nl;7-30 EL9-35) i New artillery barracks, two or 
three floors, flat roof. 

39* Torokbalinl (Nl|7-26 El 8-55 )s Ammunition dump in a mountainside, 
two guard companies in a six-story building with a flat roof. 
Tuberculosis hospital in the village nearby. 

1|0. Ercsi (NU7-15 El8-5ii) : Barracks of the Danube Fleet on the 
banks of the river. Two or three floors, having a flat roof. Barracks 
of the engineer corps (capacity three battalions), and of the artillery 
(one battalion). Barracks have two or three floors, flat roofs and 
are located on both sides of the highway. 

ill. Nadap (NU7-15 El 8-37 ) i Radar station and antiaircraft battery. 

1|2. Szolnok (Nii7-10 E20-11): Radar station and antiaircraft 
battery, airfield, antiaircraft artillery unit in flat-roofed barracks.
